with in that country.

one could do that. China was not only 
at war with the world, but with her­ 


self. 
Some 250 years ago the Tartars, a 
warlike nation, succeeded 
in 
over­ 
throwing the Chinese government, and 
since that time have controlled China 
absolutely. 
It was to defend them­ 
selves against the Tartars that the 
great wall was built. 
But it didn t 
serve the purpose. 
From that time 
until the present outbreak China has 
been as completely under the control 
of a foreign power as was Cuba. 
As 
soon as the Tartars were 
established 
rightly they inaugurated a system of 
service. 
All 
the 
principal 
offices 
were distributed among the Tartars. 
The 18 
provinces 
in 
China 
were 
thronged with from 10.000 to 50,000 
Tartar spies and emissaries. A few of 
the minor civil offices'were given to 
Chinamen of royal blood, such, for 
example, as L i Hung Lang and Wu. 
These men owed their prominence to 
the Tartars. 
Every favor and every 
courtesy accorded these Chinamen of 
royal blood was bestowed by the Tar­ 
tars.

The fiv e 
were Campbell, o f Mo ntana; Naphen 
and Tay lo r, o f Massachusetts; Scud- 
der, o f New Yo rk, and Sibley , o f Penn 
sy lv ania. 
Of the 132 nay s o nly two were Re­ 
publicans, Lo ud and McCall. 
Richardso n, Lentz, Sulzer, Ruppert, 
Salmo n and all o ther “ trust killers” 
v o ted nay . They declined to giv e co n­ 
gress the po wer to grapple with the 
trusts. 
The Demo crats indulged

Bryan and his followers are shown 
up in their true light on the Trust 
question when facts and figures are 
thrust upon them, and the great mass 
of voters of the country are laughing 
at them for placing themselves in an 
absurd 
position. 
The 
Democratic 
leaders voted against granting 
unto 
congress the right to control and reg­ 
ulate trusts and then, with unblush 
ing effrontery 
and 
infinite cheek, 
blame the Republicans who stood in 
favor of regulating and controlling 
them. 
Every line of legislation now on the 
statute books of the United States di­ 
rected against trusts 
and unlawful 
trade combinations was placed there 
by the Republicans. 
That there is not more stringent 
law against them is the fault of the 
Democratic party. 
The last occasion on which the par­ 
ties, as represented in congress, went 
on record on the trust question was 
on June I, 1900. 
On that day a final vote was taken 
on a constitutional 
amendment 
to 
grant congress power to “define, reg­ 
ulate, prohibit and dissolve trusts, mo­ 
nopolies and combinations in the form 
of corporations or otherwise.” 
It requires a two-thirds vote of con­ 
gress 
to 
submit 
a 
constitutional 
amendment to the state legislatures 
for ratification. 
The question to so submit it was 
lost by a vote of 154 yeas to 132 nays. 
Of the yeas 149 were Republicans 
and only 5 were Democrats. The five 
were Campbell, of Montana; Naphen 
and Taylor, of M assachusetts; Scud­ 
ded of New York, and Sibley, of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Of the 132 nays only two were Re 
publicans, Loud and McCall. 
Richardson, Lentz, Sulzer, Ruppert 
Salmon and all other “trust killers’ 
voted nay. They declined to give con­ 
gress the power to grapple with the 
trusts. 
The Democrats indulged 
In 
spasms of virtue for two days, 
de­ 
nouncing the trusts, and then voted to 
continue them. 
In 
one 
of 
Mr. 
Bryan’s 
recent 
speeches he gave the Republican rem­ 
edy as the final one he would adopt, 
in case he was elected and all other 
means failed. 
In other words Mr. Bryan admits 
the value of the Republican idea, but 
wants to try other measures first. He 
has not said what those measures are 
to be. 
* 
Some trusts operate all over 
the 
country; others, like the New 
York 
ice trust, operate in a single city. The 
requisite power to reach each and all 
and bring them within the federal law 
was denied by a margin of 36 votes, 
all Democratic. 
Denouncing is one thing. Doing is 
another. Mr. Bryan's trust denuncia­ 
tions, in view of his party’s 
record, 
promise no better than the prophecies 
he made four years ago, and 
as 
a 
prophet Mr. Bryan has not succeeded.

Richardson, of Tennessee, Democrat, 
tried to assist the sugar trust by of­ 
fering a joint resolution to adm it Cu­ 
ban and Porto Rican sugar free , of 
duty. 
The remission of th at duty would 
have amounted to about $25,000,000 a 
year, and the sugar tru st would have 
benefited to the amount of at least 
$15,000,000 a year. 
The controller of 
the sugar trust is Henry O. Havemey- 
er, Democrat. Mr. Richardson’s pro­ 
posed gift to his friend, Mr. Havemey- 
er, was smothered in the ways 
and 
means committee ^>f the house. This 
was done by the Republican members 
of the committee. 
It was also proposed by Senator 
Jones, Democratic National chairman 
and Mr. Bryan’s manager, to return 
the duties paid on Porto Rican sugar 
and molasses, not to the Porto Ricans, 
but to the persons who paid these du­ 
ties. 
This amounted at the time to $1,- 
487,866. 
Had the scheme succeeded, 
the American Sugar Refining company 
and A. S. Lasalles & Co., a pact of 
the same concern, would have bene­ 
fited by a direct gift of $1,250,774. This 
is the first instance on record where 
a direct gift was intended to be made 
to a trust, and the Democratic mana­ 
ger, Senator James K. Jones, wished 
to make it. This was also prevented 
by the Republicans. 
The money was not to be returned 
to the Porto Ricans, as the duties now 
are, but to the sugar trust. 
All the facts are printed in the Con­ 
gressional Record and are a part of 
American history.

The address of the evening 
was 
made by Rev. Dr. J. H. Worley, of 
China. 
He has spent 18 years as a 
missionary in China and has been in 
this country since last December. 
He 
took for his subject "An Evening With 
China." and his address is as follows: 
The speaker commenced by saying 
that acording to the printed program 
he was to speak from 
the 
subject, 
"An Evening With China." 
He hoped 
in the course of an hour to spend 
about 250 years with China, and might 
do a little prophesying before he was 
through. 
But before he started 
he 
wanted to make a few statements, in 
the first place he wanted to approve 
of everything that had lately 
been 
said in defense of the Chinese. 
Eu­ 
ropean nations have not dealt fairly 
with China. 
They have from time to 
time 
taken large tracts of Chinese 
territory. 
Russia had been 
particu­ 
larly grasping, and these things un­ 
doubtedly had something to do with 
the difficulties now being contended 
with in that country. 
He would not 
pretend to give all the causes. 
No 
one could do that. China was not only 
at war with the world, but with her­ 
self. 
Some 250 years ago the Tartars, a 
warlike nation, succeeded 
in 
over­ 
throwing the Chinese government, and 
since that time have controlled China 
absolutely. 
It was to defend them ­ 
selves against the Tartars that the 
great wall was built. 
But it didn’t 
serve the purpose. 
From that time 
until the present outbreak China has 
been as completely under the control 
of a foreign power as Nvas Cuba. 
As 
soon as the Tartars were established 
rightly they inaugurated a system of 
service. 
All 
the 
principal 
offices 
were distributed among the Tartars. 
The 18 
provinces 
in 
China 
were 
thronged with from 10.000 to 50,000 
T artar spies and emissaries. A few of 
the minor civil offlces^were given to 
Chinamen of royal blood, such, for 
example, as Ll Hung Lang ami Wu, 
These men owed their prominence to 
the Tartars. 
Every favor and every 
courtesy accorded these Chinamen of 
royal blood was bestowed by the T ar­ 
tars. Is it any wonder they were true 
to their government? 
Origin of the Boxers. 
About this time the intelligent 
of 
the Chinamen formed a fraternal se­ 
cret society, which had for its primary 
object 
the overthrow' of the Tartar 
governm ent 
This society had rep­ 
resentatives all over the country, and 
were active a t all times. 
The name 
of 
this society wras changed from 
time to time In order to avoid being 
apprehended by the government offl- 
dais. 
These names were always tak­ 
en with the purpose in view of dis­ 
arming suspicion as to its true pur­ 
pose. 
The first name adopted 
was 


possession of 
the 
soul. 
This 
re­ 
quires many gymnastic evolutions, and 
occurs previous to every battle—an­ 
other reason, possibly, for the name 
Boxer. 
During the 40 years of Hang P ah ’s 
reign he never had an offspring to his 
true wife, and when he died he left 
but one son, and that to one of his 
numerous concubines. 
This 
woman, 
together with the true 
wife, ruled 
China by regent for many years. The 
real wife is described as a weak, sub­ 
missive creature, while the 
m other 
w'as precisely opposite in disposition, 
being a keen, 
m ercenary and 
hard­ 
hearted woman. 
The boy succeeded 
to the 
throne two years 
later, hav­ 
ing married in the meantime. He died 
soon after and then there were three 
regents. 
The true empress and the 
wife of the old emperor did not sur­ 
vive long, and it is an undeniable fact 
that they were murdered by the 
old 
em peror’s concubine. 
This is the wo­ 
man who is today terrorizing the en­ 
tire nation, the present empress down 
ger. 
She then had everything in her own 
hands and proceeded to make the best 
of the situation. 
A meeting of 
the 
royal princes 
was called for the pur­ 
pose of selecting a successor to the 
throne, the bony Tuan Twang being 
the 
next of kin, but he did not suit 
the 
scheming woman, as 
he 
had, 
young as he was, succeeded in exert­ 
ing great 
power among the people. 
The dowager empress, however, still 
had sufficient influence to have anoth­ 
er boy, much younger than 
he, 
ap­ 
pointed. 
This enabled her to retain 
control for some time. 
The boy was 
kept in the 
background until 
Tuan 
succeeded to 
power. 
The 
empress 
then remained behind the 
scenes un­ 
til two years 
ago. 
Things moved on 
until China and Japan went to war. 
This* was a 
Great Blessing to China. 
The trouble was the lesson was not 
severe enough; China needed reform 
—something radical. 
Two years ago a number of young 
students, realizing the need of reform 
conceived the idea of writing the em­ 
peror. Tuan, feeling that he was in 
position to know the wants and needs 
of the people. 
These young men in 
a majority of cases had been educated 
by the 
Christian missionaries. 
The 
intelligence imparted by these 
com­ 
munications had the 
effect of open­ 
ing the eyes of the emperor, and he 
took immediate steps to carry out the 
suggestions. 
He issued 
Edict After Edict 
with the 
end in view of giving the 
common people a better opportunity 
to gain knowledge, ordering all unoc­ 
cupied temples converted into schools. 
Geography was introduc ed and a great 
rush was m ade to take advantage of 
the opportunity for education. 
This displeased the empress 
and 
she took steps to put the young em­ 
peror out of the way, as It was not 
her intention to have her subjects ed- 


evitable and took 
steps 
to 
guard 
against the invasion of 
the foreign 
devils and native Christians. 
Since 
the Japanese war their rice has been 
exported, and this was taken advan­ 
tage of in order to raise 
sufficient 
revenue to equip the army. 
Hard Tim es in China 
Was the result. 
Japan had money to 
pay for the rice and wanted i t 
The 
price 
went up. but wages remained 
the same 
or lower, so th at the out­ 
look of the 
Boxers 
was 
really a 
mammoth strike. 
By a clever piece 
of diplomacy 
this woman succeeded 
In directing the wrath of the revolu­ 
tionists against the foreigners instead 
of toward the real source 
of 
their 
troubles. 
Dewey Gave China Joy. 
W hen the news of Dewey’s achieve­ 
m ent reached China it carried a thrill 
of Joy on the part of all Americans 
j and Christian nations there, as they 
felt it was God’s doing, and was com­ 
ing nearer China, to work out their 
destiny. 
The speaker said when the 
Chinese question is 
ultimately 
set­ 
tled America w ill be the most influen­ 
tial to th at end. 
America don’t want territory, and 
the Chinese know it. 
They see in us 
a true friend, who has only their wel­ 
fare at heart. 
M inister Conger’s sal­ 
vation had lain in 
this 
fact. 
The 
speaker was not here to talk politics, 
but he would say, and his experience 
had taught 
him to be an expansion­ 
ist, and that expansion was right. We 
were there and we should stay and 
do our duty. 
It was right to mediate 
in Cuba. 
It is right 
to 
mediate in 
China, 
it was God’s cause and for the 
commercial good of the whole world. 
At W ar W ith Herself. 
China was at 
war 
with 
herself. 
There was no denying that, and the 
only solution for the dominion 
was 
western civilization. 
The emperor of 
Germany haH been criticized severely 
for his views, but he was the 
only 
man who had yet fathomed the ques­ 
tion and found the true solution. His 
plan to take no prisoners was severe, 
but was the only way to go about It, 
as extreme m easures were absolutely 
necessary. 
Our arm ies 
were In Peking 
and 
they should stay there. 
There were 
tens of thousands of Chinamen 
who 
would embrace the Christian religion 
w'ere they not afraid. 
The empress 
should be 
done away with, hung if 
necessary, Prince Tuan restored 
to 
power and China would work out her 
own destiny. 
The W oman’s 
Foreign 
Missionary society has played a great 
part in the salvation of China, 
and 
were destined to be an important fac­ 
tor in its future. 
God’s 
hand 
was 
moving in the m atter. Give the praise 
to God 
The time is coming 
when 
the call will be to

fields than the world has ever known.

Every line of legislation now on the 
statu te books of the United S tates di­ 
rected against tru sts

trad e com binations was placed there 
by the Republicans. 
T hat there is not more 
stringent 
law against them is the fault of the 
D em ocratic party. 
The last occasion on which the par­ 
ties, as represented in congress, w ent 
on record on th e tru st question was 
on June I, 1900.

The five 
w ere Campbell, of M ontana; Naphen 
and Taylor, of M assachusetts; Scud­ 
ded of New York, and Sibley, of Penn 
Sylvania. 
Of the 132 nays only two w ere Re 
publicans, Loud and McCall. 
Richardson, Lentz, Sulzer, R uppert, 
Salmon and all other “tru st killers” 
voted nay. They declined to give con­ 
gress the power to grapple with 
the 
tru sts.

posed gift to his friend, Mr. Havem ey- 
er, was sm othered in the w ays 
and 
m eans com m ittee "bf th e house. 
This 
was done by the R epublican m em bers 
of the com m ittee. 
It was also proposed by 
Senator 
Jones, D em ocratic N ational chairm an 
and Mr. B ryan’s m anager, to retu rn 
th e duties paid on Porto R ican sugar 
and m olasses, not to the Porto Ricans, 
but to the persons who paid th ese du­ 
ties.
